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EASTER EGG HUNT GOES ROTTEN 

Police are still searching for a pair of 
youngsters who set off into Northwest Woods 
on April 1 on what they planned as an “epic 
Easter Egg hunt.” “They set off Easter Sunday 
early,” says Hamptons Police spokesman Larry 
Hirsch. “When they hadn’t returned by Tuesday 
dinnertime, their parents started to get worried.” 
According to Hirsch, the two 10-year-old boys 
who are missing had been disappointed in their 
candy hauls at the conventional, sanctioned 
Easter Egg hunts that took place in the days 
leading up to Easter. “These guys were sick 
of the penny candy Easter scene and were 


looking to make the big score,” says Hirsch. 
Responding to their disgruntlement, an older 
relative of one of the boys told the young boys 
what investigators are calling a “tall tale” about 
the “Easter Bunny’s lair” in Northwest Woods. 
Hirsch says the man assured the boys that there 
were mountains of solid chocolate bunnies and 
Cadbury Creme Eggs hidden in the wilds of East 
Hampton. “He was just teasing them, like you 
do with 10-year-olds,” says Hirsch. “We don’t 
blame him in any way—he was just having a 
giggle at the kids’ expense!” The youngsters 
obviously took the story seriously, because 
when they set off Easter Sunday they brought 
with them several large potato sacks in which 
to carry what they must have anticipated would 
be a jackpot of Easter candy. While the boys 
haven’t been heard from in more than a week, 
at this point police are still urging calm as they 
continue to look for the missing youths. As 
Hirsch points out, the two would not be the first 
to spend some time lost in Northwest Woods. 
“Last time I drove up there, I got stuck in a loop 
and didn’t get home for three days! We'll find 
these kids.” 


PECONIC PANTY RAID 

The Peconic Museum of Dainties- and 
Unmentionables reported this week that a 
large portion of its panty collection went 
missing during a recent spring cleaning. “As 
is our policy, we had sent the panties out 
to be washed,” says Sybil Hoschen, curator 
of ladies undergarments at the internationally 
respected museum. “They get pretty 
dusty in here, so every year they go through 
the delicate cycle. This year, somewhere 
along the way, someone took a pile of them.” 
The panties in question date from the 
1920s through the 1960s, and Hoschen says 
the missing garments are worth a total of 
between $400,000 and $1 million.

Bring Back Montauk’s Theodore Roosevelt County Park

ontauk is a summer resort, probably best 

known today for its surfing, fishing and 
nightlife. It has its historic sites. The Montauk 
Lighthouse is probably the most famous, 
and though George Washington ordered its 
construction, he never slept there. 

But another famous man who_ became 
president did sleep there—for nearly a month. 
He was Teddy Roosevelt. Yet today there is 
no public park or plaza in Montauk named for 
him, and there should be. At the time he was 
in Montauk, Roosevelt was 39 and a national 
hero for having led his 1,000 Rough Riders 
on horseback up San Juan Hill in Cuba during 
the Spanish-American War. Though they fought 
against a superior Spanish force at the top, 
the Rough Riders prevailed. That victory in 
1898 was a pivotal moment in our history, and 
remarkably, just 29 months later—Roosevelt 
was Vice President when William McKinley was 
assassinated—he became the President of the 
United States. 

Colonel Roosevelt, in uniform, came to 
Montauk with the Rough Riders and the rest of 
the 32,000-man U.S. Army directly from Cuba 
_ by troop ship after the Spanish-American War 
ended. Because many soldiers had come down 
with tropical diseases, President McKinley 


felt that to discharge them directly to their 
hometowns around the country would result 
in a national yellow fever epidemic. It was 
summer. Instead, McKinley decided to bring 
them first to a wild, hilly, windblown place 
and build a tent city encampment. They could 
be quarantined there for a month or more, if 
necessary, before being sent home. That’s how 
Montauk came into the picture. 

There are many photographs of Teddy and 
his men on horseback galloping through the 
barren pastureland of Montauk. Third House, a 
large inn built 200 years earlier on a hill and one 
of only a handful of buildings in Montauk at that 
time, can sometimes be seen in the background 
in these photographs. It had become the 
Army’s headquarters in Montauk. 

Roosevelt had not been ill at all upon 
his arrival, although nearly half of his 
Rough Riders were. Many of them had to be 
carried off the troop ships tying up at Fort Pond 
Bay on stretchers. 

From the ship’s railing, Roosevelt looked 
down to the dozens of reporters assembled on 
the pier there and had this to say: “I am feeling 
disgracefully well. | feel positively ashamed of 
my appearance when | see how badly off some 
of my brave fellows are. Oh, but we have had a 
bully fight.” 


In 1997, Suffolk County bought Third House 
and nearly 1,000 acres of ranchland surrounding 
it. Third House was still in use as an inn. Framed 
photos of Teddy, General Wheeler and others 
hung on the walls in the dining room. One 
picture showed President William McKinley 
together with Teddy in front of Teddy’s tent. 
President McKinley had come to visit the troops 
and see how they were getting on. 

Roosevelt wrote a friend about encountering 
McKinley in Montauk. 

“Today, the President came to visit Camp and 
was more than cordial, for when he saw me, just 
after he got into his carriage, he promptly got 
out again and stepped toward me so that I had 
to get off my horse and shake hands with him. 
Hobart and Griggs did the same thing.” 

Quite fittingly, | thought, at the time of its 
purchase, the county named this property 
Theodore Roosevelt County Park. It was grand. 
People coming to Montauk could make the 
connection between Roosevelt and Montauk 
and, if interested, learn a bit of history about 
his time here. 

But then, in 2012, the county renamed the 
park. The old Theodore Roosevelt County Park 
sign came down. And up went a sign reading 
Montauk County Park. It is Montauk County 
Park today, and there is no other public place in 
the town that is named (Continued on next page) 
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for Teddy’s bully time here. And this, I felt at the 
time, and still feel, was a mistake. 

Jay Schneiderman was our County Legislator 
in 2012. When I asked him why this change was 
made, he said that the naming of the park after 
Roosevelt back in 1997 had been a mistake 
because it was “revisionist history.” 

“No disrespect to the former president,” he 
said. “I happen to think he’s a great president 
and great preservationist. That’s not the issue. 
He wasn’t there.” 

Schneiderman said Roosevelt camped with 
his Rough Riders at Ditch Plains, a property 
outside what is now the county park and a 
mile from Third House. Teddy never set foot in 
Third House. 

But was this really so? Last Saturday, I joined 
about 30 other people attending a lecture at 
Clinton Academy in East Hampton given by two 
historians—Jeff Heatley and Richard Barons— 
detailing the time that the American Army and 
Teddy Roosevelt and his Rough Riders came to 
Montauk. Specifically, I wanted to know if it was 
true that Teddy never stayed at Third House, 
but I also wanted to know how the Army fared 
during their quarantine time in Montauk. Some 
people said nobody died in Montauk. Then | 
heard half the Army died. Which was it? Also, I 
was of the belief they spent the whole summer 
in Montauk. Had they? 

Barons talked about what caused the Spanish- 
American War. America was becoming a 
world power. They wanted influence over the 


Caribbean islands. But Spain ruled Cuba with an 
iron hand. There had been rebellions, but the 
Spanish put them down. 

On February 15, 1898, an American frigate, the 
USS Maine, was in Havana Harbor on a courtesy 
mission. One night it exploded, killing 260 of 
the 400 sailors on board. Here in America, the 
press whipped up the country with the slogan 
“Remember the Maine,” declaring this had been 
the work of the Spanish and that war should be 
declared. It was. And Teddy Roosevelt wrote to 
some of his old Harvard friends from college, 
and cowboys from the year he spent in the west 
several years earlier, inviting them to join the 
Rough Rider regiment. The Rough Riders would 
be joining the rest of the U.S. Army a ts to 
drive the Spanish out of Cuba. 


Colonel Roosevelt came to Montauk 
with the Rough Riders and the rest 
of the 32,000-man army directly 
from Cuba after that war ended. 


Historian Jeff Heatley, author of Bully!, a 
book about Roosevelt at Montauk, then spoke. 
Turns out the Army had not been in Montauk 
the whole summer. This was a lot of men. The 
boats bringing them to Montauk arrived during 
a 20-day period beginning in early August. When 
healthy, they were sent aboard railroad trains 


out to their hometowns around the country 
beginning in early September, a process that 
took a week. So some of them were here six 
weeks, and some only two. 

I learned that the creation of a tent city at 
Montauk for 32,000 men had been overseen 
by Russell Alger, a political appointee given 
the title of colonel, who had no experience in 
organizing such an operation, and he botched 
it. Food did not arrive in time. The two tent 
hospitals, one a quarantine hospital and the 
other a general hospital, lacked necessary 
medical supplies. 

“I am very much afraid that with Alger the 
trouble is congenital.” Teddy Roosevelt wrote 
to Senator Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts. “He 
simply can’t do better; he can not learn.” Alger 
was removed and suffered the humiliation of 
being the shame of this operation. 

The quarantine hospital was up top of Fort 
Hill, about where the Montauk Manor is today, 
alongside of which was a fenced-in detention 
camp. Sickly men had to walk or be carried up 
this hill. All the soldiers had to spend four days 
in detention, either at the camp or, if sick, at the 
hospital, where they were treated for malaria or 
typhoid. They remained there until it was felt 
they were no longer contagious. After that, they 
were transferred to the regular hospital—which 
was about where the Montauk Downs Golf 
Club is today—before being allowed to go to 
their unit’s bivouac in some of the thousands of 
white tents that dotted (Continued on page 24)

notification every hour. 


the Associated Press (AP) has more 
reporters in more cities and towns than 
any other news organization in America. They 


‘provide fair news articles to the media. Yet 


you don’t hear much about them. You will only 
know they’re there when you see the letters 
“AP” at the start of an article. In The New York 
Times, this might be 1 story in 10. In a small 
daily in Ohio, it might be nearly all the national 


news articles. 


I think using the AP in a certain way can put 
an end to the hysteria on both sides of the 
American political spectrum that is tearing 
this country apart. To calm it all down, get the 
AP app on your smartphone and only allow 
“notifications” about news stories from the AP. 

Yes, keep your other news apps, the ones that 
tell you what you want to hear. Tap them. You 
can still get news on them. Just turn off their 
“notifications.” You’re a big boy (or girl). You 
can make decisions for yourself. And you can 
protest and vote. But as you stop getting your 
opinion reaffirmed on your screen every 10 
minutes, and instead read the AP, everyone will 
begin talking to one another again. Provided 
everyone does this.

Local people came out by horse and wagon 
or on the train to be of service. One was Dr. 
F.P. Lolley of New York who was staying at 
his summer cottage in East Hampton. Another 
was J. Finlay Bell, MD, a surgeon practicing in 
East Hampton. With the approval of the Army, 
a private home in Montauk was converted to 
a new recuperative hospital for 30 soldiers 
through the efforts of Mrs. L.G. Woodhouse, 
Miss Julia A. Chadwick, Mrs. T.L. Manson and a 
group of local carpenters. Ruth Moran, a nurse 
who was the daughter of etcher Mary Nimmo 
Moran and her husband, painter Thomas 
Moran of East Hampton, also worked as a nurse 
at Montauk. Tragedy struck her. She came 
down with typhoid fever and was sent home 
to recover, which she did, but her mother 
apparently caught the illness and, six months 
later, died. 

On one occasion, the 404-foot-long troop ship 
Prairie, with 500. soldiers on board (including 
100 that were sick), got lost in a fog and became 
stuck on a bar several hundred yards off the 
ocean beach at Napeague, four miles west of 
Fort Pond Bay. The East Hampton community 
rallied to help them after flares were set off, 
with the local life-saving force rowing through 
the surf in rescue rowboats to receive the 
soldiers and take them to the beach. There, 
several hundred local people—who’d brought 
blankets, bedspreads, tablecloths and other 
things to spread out on the beach—cheered 
their arrival, helped them through the waves, 


and. with kettles, dishes and firewood made the 
soldiers a grand midnight breakfast of porridge, 
toast, eggs and bacon such as they hadn’t 


enjoyed in months. Soon, Army transport 


wagons arrived to take them to detention. 

Of the 32,000 soldiers who were here, more 
than 200 died, not only of tropical diseases 
such as malaria but also of malnutrition or 
dehydration from amoebic dysentery. Only a 
few cases of yellow fever were diagnosed. It was 
a terrible time for them. 

Nurses from elsewhere came to Montauk 
to assist the military doctors. They were also 
shining stars, heroically helping the men 
recover. Several of them were mentioned by 
name at the recent lecture, including Annie 
Wheeler, the daughter of General Wheeler. 
Another was Helen Gould, who later founded 
the Women’s National War Relief service. And 
there was nurse Cherrie M. French, the 22-year- 
old daughter of a wealthy family in Waterbury, 
Connecticut who succumbed to exhaustion at 
the camp and had to go home. She, however, 
returned. “I am all right again,” she told a 
reporter from The New York World, “and want 
to get back to my work. It was only a temporary 
breakdown, and now | feel equal to anything.” 

General Wheeler’s son Thomas was also 
here, but, tragically, he drowned swimming at 
Ditch Plains. 

And Teddy Roosevelt did stay at Third House 
for a time. Roosevelt’s wife Edith and their two 
daughters, Alice and Ethel, stayed at Third 
House for several nights on the weekend of 


September 4-6 according to two letters Edith 
wrote to her sister. Though there is no mention 
of Teddy joining them there, it seems likely he 
would have.

But at another time, there is no doubt 
that Roosevelt stayed at Third House, It was 
reported in The New York Times on August 19, 
1898. Roosevelt had arrived on August 15, went 
through the detention, and then, not needing to 
go to the hospital, was released with his other 
healthy men to the Ditch Plains camp reserved 
for the Rough Riders. 

“The Rough Riders, who arrived here last 
Monday were released from the detention 
camp today,” the Times wrote, “although Col. 
Roosevelt left there last night, and for the 
first time in a good many weeks slept in what 
he called a ‘civilized’ bed at the Third House, 
Montauk.” 

I] think Montauk deserves to have the county 
park re-named back to Theodore Roosevelt 
County Park. The “revisionist history” is the other 
way around. Teddy Roosevelt, this remarkable 
man of action, would be a great symbol for the 
summer sports town of Montauk. 
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Two Wins 


Barns Can Be Built on Farmland, Locals Can Drive on the Beach

f you’ve lived here for more than a half- 

century, it’s hard not to appreciate the laws 
passed, some of them from as early as 1686, 
that protect the land and at the same time 
preserve the rights of the citizenry who live 
here year round. 
- But again and again, some—in my opinion— 
selfish people come out here and _ believe 
anything within view of their large summer 
homes is fair game for revision. Views out the 
windows were paid for. They can’t believe that 
things cannot be fixed to accommodate them. 
They don’t care how this might affect others. 
And so they sue. 

One such lawsuit was thrown out of State 
Supreme Court last week. In the summertime, 
residents of Southampton have gone out to 
picnic, fish, swim and socialize at a remote 
beach west of Southampton Village for as 
long as anyone can remember. Laws passed 
in 1686 guarantee them this right to engage in 
these activities in this town, not only at this 
beach but also at any beach. Access to the 
beach is also guaranteed, using specific old 
sand roads known as Trustee Roads that exist 
here and there. 

When the 19th century turned into the 20th, 
four-wheel drive trucks and automobiles got 
people out there for that purpose. They still do. 
_ The lawsuit to get this activity and these 


vehicles off the beach was filed several years 
ago by a group of people who had recently built 
nine private summer homes facing out to the 
ocean at this beach. No houses had been there 
before. Surely these lawsuit filers noticed this 
activity when they built. Now it was time for the 
locals to move out. 

The lawsuit described the “activities” at the 
beach to be noxious and unsafe, a nuisance 
that included public urination and defecation 
and other things effectively denying them their 
rights. Allowing this to take place was the result 
of an illegal “taking without compensation” of 
their property, since these homeowners own to 


the high water line—Town Trustees own below ~ 


that. What was in vogue when King James. II 
created a law that went unchallenged when the 
Revolution came surely could not be held up in 
the busy world of today. 

Unmentioned anywhere in the lawsuit was the 
fact that these people built their homes there 
knowing all this was going on at “their” beach. 
Oceanfront property was expensive. This 
oceanfront with the activity out front probably 
would be available for a lot less. But that was 
then. This is now. With the locals and their 
dreadful picnics gone, wow! 

-Another challenge snuffed out involved a 
more recent law. Passed around 1974, it allowed 
the county to purchase the development rights 
of farmland in these parts. Assessments on 
farmland prior to that time were based on best 


possible use, and the possible uses included 
housing developments, the value of which had 
become very high. The farmers only wanted 
to farm. So they sold their development rights 
to the county for a price—often in the millions, 
since it was forever—and with the farmland 
saved were able to continue farming without 
having to pay the otherwise high taxes, 
which had already driven some farmers out 
of business. 

The challenge to this was about something that 
had been left out of the original law. Shouldn’t 
farmers be able to build a barn or greenhouse? 
What about a farm stand? What about irrigation 
pumping stations, what about wine tasting 
rooms, what about spaces for special events? 
Ten years ago, the State of New York was moved 
to make those structures allowable. But now 
this new challenge was to the additional state 
law. It claimed that since the original law had 
been passed by a referendum, only another 
referendum could change it. 

Who could have filed such a nit-picking claim? 
Only those who wanted to look at crops growing 
low—certainly not high enough to block the 
view—and certainly not buildings. 

A lower court had agreed with the plaintiffs! 
But an Appellate Division State Court overturned 
this last week. And the locals cheered! 

This decision, and the earlier one mentioned, 
are being appealed. The battles have been won, 
but the war remains. Caveat emptor. &&- 
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The Sand Washed Out, Town’s $1M Fixes It. Then What?

S ince the third of the four nor’easters 
that slammed into the East End this winter, 
the ocean beach in downtown Montauk has 
been denuded of sand. It’s a shocking thing 
to see. The beach is Montauk’s pride and joy. 
Nothing of the beach is left for all three quarters 
of a mile of its length. What you do see is 
the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers sandbag 
project, installed three years ago to keep 
downtown Montauk from flooding during 
storms. It is a sandbag wall, with motels 
atop and just behind it. In front of it is the 
hard earth that used to underpin the sand. The 
sand put there by the Army Corps covered 
it, so Montauk would look like Montauk. This 
was part of the $9 million the feds spent for 
this project. 

Memorial Day is coming in 40 days and 
visitors will be here for the summer. Believe it 
or not, the beach will be back in time for that, 
perhaps not with the same quantity of sand 
that the Army Corps delivered two years ago, 
but with enough to provide a sparkling beach. 
The sand will be trucked out here by contract 
with Patrick Bistrian Jr. Inc. The cost, even for 
that, however, is estimated to be a staggering 
$800,000 to $1,000,000. And it will all be paid for 
by the Town of East Hampton from its reserve 
surplus account. It will solve the problem. At 
least for now. 

Peter Van Scoyoc, the East Hecsiptond Town 
Supervisor, knows that he does not have a 


second million dollars to 
spend for this if a storm 
washes the beach out again. 
But he has hit the ground 
running. He intends to create 
a viable ongoing solution for 
this. And he wants to get it put 
in place as soon as possible. 
There is no telling when the 
next storm will come. 

The backstory of this was 
howthetown was misinformed 
by the Army Corps. In 2012, floodwaters from 
Sandy had breached the dunes and would have 
flooded downtown Montauk if town bulldozers 
had not been quickly brought in to plug where 
it was happening. 

Then the Army Corps came and made what 
I believe were promises they couldn’t keep. 
They said their project would work. Their 
engineers said that what they installed, with its 
sand covering, might need to be replenished 
with sand every few years. They’d pay for 
it when that happened during the first year, 
since the project was not yet considered 
complete, but after that it would be the Town’s 
responsibility. The Town agreed to set aside 
$150,000 every year to handle sand loss. But 
this has turned out to be just a drop in the 
bucket of what is needed. 

Before the project was completed, the seas 
twice washed out $700,000 worth of sand, and 
the federal government paid to have it put back. 
With that, the Town had to agree to what they 


agreed to. We would take it 
from here. Now in the first 
year, the repair could be a 
million dollars. 

“We have appealed to both 
the state and the feds for 
assistance if the sand washes 
out again,” Supervisor Van 
Scoyac told me. “Meanwhile,

How to build a beach year after year after year Army Corps, was supposed 


to be temporary, just until the 
huge FIMP [Fire Island to Montauk Point] dune 
project from Fire Island to the Lighthouse is in 
place. FIMP has been approved by Congress 
and its funding approved, too. FIMP’s first 
activity is to stabilize the beach with sand 
wherever it gets washed out. If we wash out, 
we're made whole. They pay for it. 

“But if they can’t or won’t, and if we don’t get 
state help, I think we might decide to create a 
special beach erosion district for Montauk. It 
would be modeled after the one at Sagaponack, 
which has worked out very well for many- 
years. The district there consists of those with 
beachfront homes. They pay an additional cost 
added on to their regular local real estate taxes 
to pay for the sand to be pumped ashore from 
out in the ocean to protect their homes. 

“I do hope such a district does not have to 
come to that in Montauk,” he continued. “We 
are working furiously to get this solved. We’ll 
see how this unfolds. Hopefully before the next 
storm comes.” @&

forest and pond habitats, food chains, 
local plants and animals, birds, mammals, 
reptiles, animal defenses and adaptations, 
composting and recycling. Each session, 
of which there are a total of 10, consists 
of three days: a Tuesday, Wednesday, and 
Thursday, from 9 a.m.—noon. 

The Children’s Field Ecology Program, 
for children entering grades 2-6, will explore 
the infamous areas of the Refuge, including 
the super secret, extra squishy mud trail; 
find the magic at Fairy Dell, get a taste of 
Chocolate Pudding Pond and journey to 
Dune Road to seine for slippery fish and 
quick crabs! Classes run Monday through 
Friday, 9 a.m—noon. Repeaters entering 
grades 5-6 will be off on Wednesday, July 
4th, and will have a night hike on Friday 
from 7-10:30 p.m. East session, of which 
there are 5, runs Monday-Friday. 

Young Explorers (grades 6-7) and 
Explorers (grades 8-9) will visit old favorite 
places, explore the Peconic River by kayak, 
enjoy off-site field trips, including Sunken 
Forest on Fire Island, and a night walk in 
search of owls and bats. Time and places 
of this program vary. Explorers in grades 8 
and 9 will also have campout at the Refuge 
on Thursday night. 

Parent or guardians are asked to stay for a 
brief introduction on the first day of 
whichever program they’ve signed up for, 
which is held in the Nature Center.

Saturday, July 14 is the Quogue Wildlife Refuge’s 12th 
Annual Wild Night for Wildlife, a benefit gala held on 
the Refuge’s grounds. The event—the most important 
event in the Refuge’s fundraising program, providing 
a major portion of its operating budget—will feature 
hors d’oeuvres, cocktails, wine from Martha Clara

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HooDoo Loungers Launch New CD at Talkhouse

he HooDoo Loungers, Long Island’s favorite 

New Orleans-style band, has a new CD coming 
out. Called Head & Heart & Hips, the CD is slated for 
release next week. At the official CD release party, 
happening on Saturday, April 21 at 8 p.m. at the 
Stephen Talkhouse in Amagansett, the band will 
perform the new CD in its entirety, and a copy of the 
new disc will be included with the $15 admission. 

“Head & Heart & Hips reflects who the band is,” 
‘says HooDoo Loungers’ bandleader and bassist Joe 
Lauro. “It shows an ensemble with many voices, with 
three songwriters and diverse interests in music 
and approach.” The HooDoo Loungers really are like 
a variety act in and of themselves. There are two 
highly entertaining lead singers upfront—the wild 
Dawnette Darden and the smooth Marvin Joshua— 
and a seven-piece backup band, including two more 
lead singers and a trio of horns, all timed to the 
impeccable backbeat of the HooDoo’s drummer, 
Dave Giacone. 

It’s been a long wait for Head & Heart & Hips, 
according to HooDoo guitarist, songwriter and singer 
Michael Schiano. “We started when we only had a 
few songs,” he says of the project, which the band 
envisioned as a collection of originals with a few 
choice covers. “I think we wound up with a bunch of 
good, really varied tunes.” Varied, yes—but a quick 
listen to Head & Heart & Hips shows that what all 
the tunes have in common is the New Orleans spirit 


that the HooDoo Loungers are 
known for. 

New Orleans: It’s hard to think 
about the city without thinking 
about fun and partying. And that 
spirit has always come through 
loud and clear in New Orleans 
music. From Louis Armstrong to 
Fats Domino to Dr. John, it’s a 
long tradition of revelry in sound. 
New Orleans music is designed 
to make you dance and help you 
have fun. And the HooDoos have 
always worked towards that same 
goal—as anyone who has seen 
them live knows. 

“We try to write songs that are consistent with the 
sound we get when we play authentic New Orleans 
music,” says David Deitch, songwriter, keyboardist 
and singer with the HooDoos. Head & Heart & Hips 
shows Deitch’s stylistic range as a songwriter, from 
the hopped-up gospel of “Down, Down, Down” to the 
goofy calypso of “The Silliest Man” to the swamp- 
tinged country blues of “Louisiana Lullaby”—but, as 
Deitch points out, “It all still sounds like us.” In fact, 
the HooDoos have been seamlessly working these 
original tunes into their live sets for some time. 

Schiano’s songs on the CD are more straight-up 
rock’n’ roll—a style that is, lest we forget, another fun 
musical product of New Orleans. Schiano is behind 
what may be the quirkiest number on the disc—

“Glutton for Punishment”—a song 
that combines an up-tempo swing 
beat with a narrative about being 
tortured. “I wrote it during the 
only time when I commuted via 
the Long Island Rail Road,” says 
Schiano. “In the song, the train 
becomes a torture chamber.” But 
you probably won’t even notice 
the macabre lyrics as you dance 
along to this infectious track. 
Another HooDoo dance favorite 
on the new CD is “Take It Along 
the Way,” written by Dawnette 
Darden. Laden with images of New 
Orleans, the song reveals the funky 
side of the band. 

The CD is rounded out by a traditional New Orleans 
dance number—a Dixieland rendition of the classic 
“Make Me a Pallet on Your Floor.” “I’m the traditionalist 
in the band,” says Lauro, who composed and arranged 
an introduction for the tune. “It’s the kind of straight- 
on trad jazz arrangement that the HooDoos play at 
some point on every show.” It summons to mind 
the boisterous, licentious spirit of Bourbon Street, a 
spirit that’s also perfectly pictured in the CD’s cover 
painting by local artist Jim Gingrich. &&

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“The Initiation” Is a Book You Can’t Put Down

he Initiation—a young adult novel in stores 

now—takes place in post-apocalyptic 
Manhattan, known as New America. In the novel, 
16-year-old Drayden has just lost his mother. 
She’s been exiled by the Bureau for allegedly 
conspiring against them. Author Chris Babu 
throws us right into this conflict, and so from the 
first few lines the tension begins and the stakes 
are high. The story follows Drayden as he attempts 
to deal with the loss of his mother in light of his 
conviction that the Bureau has made a terrible 
mistake by exiling her. Full of tender moments 
between family and friends, the daily struggles 
of being a 16-year-old living in a post-apocalyptic 
world, with a love triangle mixed in, The Initiation 
gets a lot done within 325 pages. 

The most impressive aspect of this novel is the 
world building. Babu sets the rules for us from 
the very beginning so we are never confused once 
the real action begins. We learn the background 
of how New America was founded, and why, when 
we visit Drayden’s history class. It’s the author’s 
creative and efficient way of getting information to 
the reader quickly. As we follow Drayden through 
his life we learn about how this society functions. 
New America is supposed to be based on equality: 
everyone receives the same treatment. We soon see 
this policy is not adhered to, as Drayden goes days 
without power and is only given two eggs per year by 
the Bureau for his family of five. The story is relatable 
due to the growing inequality we currently face in 
America, and Babu does well in showing an extreme 
version of this through Drayden’s experiences. 

After Drayden’s mother is exiled by the Bureau, 
Drayden decides to enter the “Initiation,” a series 


of challenges that, if completed successfully, gives 
citizens the opportunity to upgrade their living 
conditions. It’s an interesting premise that’s similar 
to The Hunger Games and Divergent, and there’s a ton 
of drama as Drayden participates in these challenges. 
Though the plot is sound, and the world is well 
developed, the stereotypical teenage angst depicted 
is a bit silly considering the serious subject matter. 
It makes it difficult to empathize with Drayden as he 
finds himself involved in ridiculous arguments with 
peers and thinking about which girl he likes more 
rather than about the life or death situation he is in.

Overall, if you’re looking for a novel jam-packed 
with action and you enjoy speculative fiction, this 
may be the book for you. It certainly keeps you 
guessing, and the tension that’s built up through 
the different challenges makes it difficult to put the 
book down. It also touches on the issue of inequality, 
which is relevant to the current social climate. 
Drayden is loveable, but often petty and vain, and 
quite honestly, a bit of a wimp. The true heart of the 
story is the relationship between Drayden and his 
mother. From beginning to end, the bond they have 
is palpable, even though the mother isn’t in the story 
much after her exile. A solid coming-of-age story, 
with just a bit too much irrelevant drama between 
characters, The Initiation is worth a read. @B&.

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East End Collector Randy Hudson on Guitars

| erhaps you've had the experience of going to 
a rock concert and finding that the bandstand 
is seemingly covered with electric guitars. As the 
concert begins, you see the guitar player strapping 
on a different guitar every few songs—sometimes 
without much effect on the sound, as far as you can 
tell. And, as you continue to pay attention to it, you 
notice that before the evening is over the guitar 
player has somehow managed to use every guitar 
arrayed on the stage. And perhaps your response 
to this display of guitar juggling is to ask, “Why all 
the guitars?” 

East Hampton guitarist Randolph Hudson III has 
an answer. “I consider them like crayons in a box,” 
Hudson says. “None of them is redundant.” Hudson 
collects electric guitars—he has close to 50 of 
them, some of them quite rare—and he’s known 
for showing up to gigs and recording sessions with 
any number of guitars drawn from his collection, 
selected to get just the right tones. “Even if there are 
two identical guitars, one will be tuned differently or 
strung differently for specific colors,” he explains. 

One way of thinking about the history of rock 
music is to consider the evolution of the sound of 
the electric guitar from the ’50s through the ’70s, 
over which period of time the one size fits all, generic 
“electric guitar” tone gave way to an almost endlessly 
varied, expressive and powerful palette of tone colors. 
In the process, the electric guitar became capable of 


supporting a wider range of 
emotions in the music. So 
that now, even if you can’t 
quite put your finger on it, 
the electric guitar juggler 
up on that stage is able to 
create different moods with 
different instruments. 

Understanding this, 
Hudson approaches his 
collection armed with an 
encyclopedic knowledge of 
how different specific guitar 
tones can be achieved. This 
is clearly the product of a 
nearly lifelong obsession, which started when he got 
his first guitar at age 13. “I had a Guild Starfire, a great 
guitar which I gave away,” Hudson recalls. “Then | 
got a Gibson SG, which I bought new on 48th Street. 
But I sold it when I went to college.” Hudson attended 
Berklee College of Music, studying arranging and 
composing, during which time he took a hiatus from 
electric guitar. 

In more recent years, Hudson has become a 
connoisseur of the baritone electric guitar, a fairly 
exotic instrument that’s designed to be tuned lower 
then a standard guitar. “It’s a very specific sound,” 
Hudson says. “In a band setting it supports the low 
end with clarity.” More commonly used in country 
music, the baritone electric is a signature sound on 
such Glen Campbell classics as “Wichita Lineman” 


and “Galveston.” Hudson’s 


Just a few of Randy Hudson’s guit 


collection includes several 
very rare baritones. “Veillet- 
Citron (a high-end guitar 
maker in business from 
1978-1983) made _ only 
15 baritones, and I have 
5 of those, including their 
only 12-string bari,” says 
. Hudson. His baritone playing

e ”___|8 CD by the local band Black 
ars & Sparrow. 

Hudson’s other recent 
guitar-related enthusiasm is for another exotic 
instrument in his collection called the Chapman 
Stick—he has three of them, actually. He recently 
played one during a reunion tour with Bongwater, 
a band with whom he performed and recorded in 
the early ’90s. “It’s a tap-style instrument,” explains 
Hudson. “It allowed me to cover both bass and leads, 
because we were playing without a bass player.” 

But of all of his guitars, the one closest to Hudson’s 
heart is a 91 Custom Shop Stratocaster, given to 
him new by his wife at the time. “In addition to 
the sentimental attachment of the gift, that guitar 
traveled the world with me and Bongwater and it’s 
on a lot of records.” And it will probably be with 
Hudson on his next gig, along with at least half a 
dozen others. @&.

& _ through all the editions of

2015 release Dinner with Jackson Pollock; Recipes, 
Art & Nature. | wish I'd picked up a copy of this book 
sooner! When, like Jackson Pollock and his wife Lee 
Krasner, you entertained would-be art collectors 
in your Springs home before Big Food took over in 
American kitchens, you really cooked! 

I was immediately taken with the idea of “muffins” 
composed almost entirely of spinach, cream cheese 
and eggs, with bread crumbs thrown in for a little 
lift.
